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Way  back  in  1912,  the  seventy-six  acre  campus  was  densely  wooded;  only  the  old  buildings  welcomed  the  first  class. 


LIFE    BEGINS    AT    FORTY 


but  it  really  began  on  that  September  morn- 
ing in  1912  when  181  freshmen  trudged 
down  the  cinder  path  to  be  met  at  the  Arsenal 
by   Mr.   Milo   H.   Stuart  and   eight  teachers. 
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Climbing  tbe  creaky  steps  in  the  Arsenal 
tower  to  the  second  floor,  those  shy  but  curi- 
ous boys  and  girls  found  a  strange  sight:  no 
desks,  no  blackboards,  no  nothing — just  one 
big,  cluttered,  cobwebby  room.  Mr.  Stuart 
then  told  them  that  they  would  have  a  longer 
vacation.  They  returned  with  two  more  pupils. 


Now,  hurrying  to  lunch  in  the  Artillery  Building,  hungry  students  and  teachers  pass  the  newest  buildings  on  the  campus. 
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IN  THE  1900's,  neighborhood  children  would  swing  on  the  rope 
hanging   from   the   windlass    in   the   third   floor   of   the   tower. 


Our  school  boasts  of 
its  historic  background

When  Tech  was  founded,  this  new  school  was 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Arsenal  with  one  room 
in  the  Electrical  building.  Other  buildings  were  the 
two  officers'  residences,  the  Artillery  building 
which  contained  a  huge  perpetual  motion  ma- 
chine, the  Guard  House,  Barn,  and  Barracks,  filled 
with  tile  and  junk. 

The  Barn  was  just  as  the  army  had  left  it.  In 
the  basement  were  stalls  for  horses;  above  was  a 
huge  loft  filled  with  hay.  The  windows  were  cov- 
ered with  dirt  and  grime. 

On  that  sunshiny  September  morning  in  1912 
young  men  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  third  floor 
of  the  Arsenal,  took  time  out  to  stare  at  the  newly 
arrived  twelve-  and  thirteen-year-olds.  On  the 
first  floor,  where  linotype  machines  were  clicking 
and  presses  were  rolling,  more  young  men,  busily 
engaged  in  the  intricacies  of  the  printing  business, 
also  watched  the  boys  and  girls. 


TREADWELL   HALL,    LONG    known    as   the    "Main,"    built    in    1922,    was 
renamed  for  the  first  commandant  of  the  arsenal.  Supreme  Day,  1944. 


The  Barn  used  to  house  horses,  after  the  Civil  War.  Now  the  rooms  resound  to  the  music  of  teen-agers. 
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The  Gymnasium,  which  serves  as  an  auditorium  for  assemblies  and  plays,  has  a  seating  capacity  of  five  thousand. 


IN  THE  BASEMENT  of  the  Barracks  was  Tech's  first  cafeteria. 


This  was  the  U.T.A.  School  of  Printing,  estab- 
lished in  1904,  as  was  the  Pharmacy  School,  as 
a  part  of  the  Winona  Technical  Institute. 

The  cinder  paths  played  a  noticeable  part  in 
the  life  of  students  and  faculty;  anyone  could  usu- 
ally tell  a  Techite  by  the  mud  he  had  collected  on 
his  shoes  while  strolling  along  these  paths. 

When  the  young  pioneers  climbed  the  little 
staircase  to  meet  Mr.  Stuart,  then  principal  of 
Manual  Training  High  School,  who  was  starting 
this  overflow  school,  their  dismay  at  the  condi- 
tions in  that  huge  dark  room  soon  turned  to  joy 
for  Mr.  Stuart  declared  a  three-day  vacation.  Then 
the  teachers,  with  brooms,  mops,  and  dust  rags, 
frantically  cleaned  the  second  floor;  while  carpen- 
ters hastily  erected  partitions,  and  men  from  the 
school  shops  brought  old  desks,  chairs,  and 
blackboards. 

The  following  Monday,  one  hundred  and 
eighty-three  freshmen  enrolled  in  this  brand  new 
high  school.  On  this  seventy-six-acre  heavily 
wooded  grounds,  these  pioneer  boys  and  girls 
soon  learned  to  appreciate  the  beauty  of  their  sur- 
roundings, and  they  loved  to  hear  stories  about 
the  Arsenal  traditions. 


During  the  years  from  1865  to  1903,  the 
commandant  had  had  the  soldiers  clear  and 
landscape  the  grounds  around  the  buildings, 
planting  peonies,  tulips,  and  jonquils  along 
the  walks.  Many  of  these  still  bloomed  each 
spring  to  the  delight  of  those  first  Tech 
classes.  The  soldiers  planted  lilac  bushes 
on  either  side  of  the  walk  from  the  little 
office  in  the  center  of  the  present  quadrangle 
where  the  plaza  now  is  to  the  Barracks.  This 
became  known  as  Lovers  Lane  during  the 
early  days  of  Tech.  When  Stuart  Hall  was 
built,  the  bushes  were  removed  to  line  the 
walk  from  the  north  end  of  Treadwell  Hall 
to  the  Gymnasium. 

The  soldiers  also  planted  a  pear  orchard 
east  of  the  Artillery  building,  an  apple  or- 
chard west  of  the  Guard  House,  and  lilacs 
around  the  mound  which  surrounds  the 
Powder  Magazine. 

Today  the  trees  when  in  full  bloom  are  a 
delight  to  the  eye.  Pupils  and  teachers  alike 
remark,  "What  school  has  a  campus  as 
lovely  as  ours?" 


THE  POWDER  MAGAZINE  is  headquarters  for  city  schools  R.O.T.C.  uniforms. 


The  Annex  was  the  first  new  building  on  the  campus,  built  in  1917.  To  the  left  is  the  Electric  Shop. 
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Afternoon  finds  tired  but  happy  students  hurrying  along  the  Arsenal  road  on  their  way  home  from  a  day  at  school. 
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IN  THE  DISTANCE  are  the  modern  Shop  Building  and  Power  House. 


During  the  first  four  years,  pupils  brought  their 
lunches  or  bought  them  at  the  little  guard  house 
near  the  gate,  where  an  enterprising  couple  helped 
satisfy  hungry  appetites.  Here,  Johnny  in  his 
knickers  and  Jane  in  her  crisp  white  middy  suit 
would  buy  cherry  pie,  soup,  and  sandwiches,  and 
settle  themselves  under  the  shady  trees  to  eat.  To 
make  things  more  exciting  during  lunch  hour, 
boys  would  hunt  for  little  garter  snakes.  With 
maybe  a  dead  snake  in  his  pocket  and  a  slimy 
green  one  in  his  hand,  a  mischievous  lad  would 
chase  a  frightened  girl  about  the  campus. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  during  those  first 
four  years,  the  school  was  run  on  a  week-to-week 
basis  because  the  grounds  were  in  the  hands  of  a 
receiver,  the  enrollment  increased  to  two  thousand. 

Then,  on  an  eventful  day,  May  22,  1916,  the 
Supreme  Court  handed  down  the  decision  which 
authorized  the  execution  of  the  title  to  the  sev- 
enty-six-acre tract  of  land  to  the  board  of  school 
commissioners.  This  day,  named  Supreme  Day, 
is  celebrated  annually  by  devoted  Techites. 

A  lasting  tribute  to  students  who  were  in  World 
War  I  is  Liberty  Grove  with  its  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  trees,  one  for  each  boy. 

From  its  small  beginning,  a  little  "town"  has 
grown  and  flourished  on  this  historic  spot.  Twelve 
buildings  now  make  up  this  Techtown,  many  of 
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which  still  retain  their  early  Arsenal  names  such 
as  the  Barracks,  Artillery  Building,  and  Barn. 
The  twin  towers  stand  straight,  proudly  bearing 
the  names  of  Milo  H.  Stuart  Memorial  Hall  and 
the  Arsenal.  New  buildings,  besides  Stuart  Hall, 
are  Treadwell  Hall,  the  Shops,  and  the  Gym- 
nasium. These  twelve  buildings  are  used  for  class- 
room purposes,  for  school  personnel,  and  for 
R.O.T.C.  equipment. 

A  richly  planted  five-acre  forest  preserve  and 
wild  flower  garden,  vegetable  gardens,  a  modern 
stadium  seating  eight  thousand,  tennis  courts,  girls' 
play  field,  R.O.T.C.  drill  field,  and  a  baseball  dia- 
mond are  but  a  few  of  the  many  additions  to  this 
constantly  growing  school. 

Little  bits  of  history  which  will  never  be  for- 
gotten are  the  time  the  tower  clock  stopped  be- 
cause a  bird  had  built  its  nest  between  the  hammer 
and  gong,  the  day  the  Nature  Study  Club  planted 
trees  in  the  old  orchard,  the  Agriculture  class  egg 
shows,  the  journeys  to  Martinsville  for  the  sec- 
tional basketball  tournaments,  Tech's  first  paper, 
"The  Hear  Ye,"  and  the  spring  of  1913  when  each 
pupil  had  a  garden  plot — that  was  one  of  the 
earliest  extra-curricular  activities. 

With  each  new  year  Tech's  campus  becomes 
more  beautiful.  At  the  close  of  forty  years  the 
school  has  become  a  nationally  known  compre- 
hensive high  school  with  academic,  vocational, 
and  technical  training  for  boys  and  girls. 


THE  WEST  RESIDENCE  is  the  home  of  the  Cannon  and  Social  Service. 


The  big  iron  grill  gates  at  the  East  Michigan  Street  entrance   are   always  open  to  welcome   newcomers  and   visitors. 
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Days  were  too  short  for  those  first  eight  carefree  young  teachers  who  found  life  held  many  happy  events  for  them.

alike.  Through  these  forty  years  they  have 
had  many  happy  associations,  have  gathered 
many  treasured  memories,  much  the  same  as 
those   of   the    first   eight   youthful   teachers. 
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Many  changes  have  taken  place.  Tech  now  has 
two  hundred  and  twenty-two  teachers.  From 
seven  subjects  that  first  semester,  today  it 
offers  a  comprehensive  program.  The  first 
"■office"  was  just  a  roll-top  desk;  today  the 
office  occupies  the  entire  first  floor  of  the 
Arsenal.  Tech  has  had  oidy  three  principals. 


Today  the  Main  office  in  the  Arsenal  buzzes  with  activity  as  teachers  sign  the  morning  and  afternoon  bulletins. 


Meet  Tech's  fine  fatuity! 


Passing  along  the  unending  line  of  pleas- 
ant memories  are  Tech's  three  principals, 
nationally  known  men,  loved  and  respected 
by  pupils  and  teachers  alike. 

The  founder  of  this  famous  institution, 
Mr.  Milo  H.  Stuart,  first  started  blazing  the 
trail  with  the  desire  to  start  a  comprehen- 
sive high  school.  Because  of  his  great  cour- 
age, foresight,  and  untiring  efforts,  our 
school  has  gained  national  recognition  which 
will  remain  as  long  as  Tech  remains. 

Mr.  DeWitt  S.  Morgan's  career  of  twenty 
years  at  Tech  was  a  story  of  constant  prog- 
ress from  head  of  the  History  department  to 
vice-principal  to  principal.  A  progressive 
educator,  lecturer,  and  author,  he  was  known 
for  his  administrative  capacity.  Tech  ad- 
vanced rapidly  under  his  leadership. 

Our  third  and  present  principal,  Mr.  Han- 
son H.  Anderson,  has  continued  to  carry  on 
the  philosophies  of  his  predecessors  and  to 
institute  countless  new  ideas.  As  one  of  the 
original  teachers,  first  head  of  the  Mathe- 
matics department,  and  vice-principal,  Mr. 
Anderson  represents  the  spirit  of  Tech  and 
all  that  it  stands  for.  Proving  the  devotion  all 
three  principals  have  had  for  Tech,  Milo  H. 
Stuart  Memorial  Hall  was  erected  and  dedi- 
cated under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Anderson 
as  principal  and  Mr.  Morgan  as  superin- 
tendent. A  truly  beloved  and  respected 
friend  to  all,  for  two  score  years  Mr.  Ander- 
son has  upheld  the  proud  traditions,  dear 
to  every  Techite.

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MR.  HANSON  H.  ANDERSON,  Tech's  third  principal,  is 
also  one  of  its  original  eight  teachers.

Many  people  work  behind  the  scenes  to  make 
school  life  run  smoothly.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
lunchroom  workers.  It's  a  full  day's  job  for  these 
women  to  prepare  the  literally  tons  of  food  Techites 
consume  each  noon.  During  the  four  lunchroom  pe- 
riods, they  serve  more  food  than  a  large  downtown 


restaurant,  preparing  healthful,  appetizing  dishes, 
necessary  for  a  well-balanced  diet.  The  food  is  sold 
at  a  nominal  price  to  the  three  thousand  or  more 
teen-agers  and  teachers  who  pass  through  the  cafe- 
teria lines  every  day. 

Other  busy  men  are  Mr.  Carl  Schooley,  carpenter, 
who  helps  keep  the  school  buildings  and  properties  in 
good  repair;  Sergeant  Charles  E.  Weddle,  who  is  the 
day  watchman;  and  the  night  watchmen  who  patrol 
the  buildings  from  dusk  to  dawn. 

The  engineers  and  firemen,  working  in  the  power 
plant,  furnish  the  heat  and  electricity  necessary  to 
run  this  big  plant.  During  the  five  school  days  they 
work  in  three  shifts  so  that  the  fires  are  kept  burning, 
day  and  night. 

Just  as  loyal  Techites  as  the  pupils  are  the  ever- 
helpful  staff  of  custodians  and  matrons  who  keep 
buildings  and  grounds  in  apple-pie  order,  making  it 
a  pleasure  for  all  to  attend  the  school.

We're  proud  of  our  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  which  has  won  some  outstanding  awards  since 
last  spring. 

The  campus  was  a  buzz  of  activity  when  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  promotions  for  cadet  officers  was 
given.  Then  the  top  ten  per  cent  in  each  class  who 
had  maintained  highest  scholastic  records  were 
named,  and  were  authorized  to  wear  the  Academic 
Achievement  Wreath. 

The  goal  of  Tech's  military  unit,  this  spring,  was 
five  hundred  and  fifty  cadets,  so  that  there  could  be 
two  regiments,  giving  the  unit  an  opportunity  to  have 
more  officers.  For  the  second  year,  six  representatives 
from  the  Tech  unit  were  selected  to  visit  Fort  Knox, 
Kentucky,  together  with  thirty  boys  from  the  other 
five  city  units. 

The  military  unit  plays  a  big  part  in  many  activi- 
ties about  the  campus.  Each  all-school  assembly  is 
opened  with  a  Parade  of  Colors,  a  breathtaking  affair, 
as  the  audience  stands  at  attention.

The  total  score 
includes  points  made  in  shooting  in  the  following 
positions:  prone,  sitting,  kneeling,  squatting,  and 
standing.  The  boys  were  awarded  school  sweaters 
and  letters,  with  recognition  given  for  the  hard  work, 
long  hours,  and  fine  co-operation  of  each  team 
member. 

When  the  R.O.T.C.  received  one  hundred  and 
forty  new  rifles,  the  boys  had  to  detail  strip  each 
rifle  to  clean  it  because  it  had  been  packed  in  cos- 
moline,  a  preservation  compound. 

The  entire  R.O.T.C.  unit,  sponsors,  and  band  took 
part  in  the  33rd  annual  Federal  Inspection,  May  6, 
at  2:00  p.m.  on  the  football  field. 

Inspecting  the  unit  was  Captain  Guy  Wellman,  a 
high  school  instructor  from  Gary,  Indiana.  Principal 
Hanson  H.  Anderson  pinned  the  30th  star  on  the 
Tech  colors.  The  Rifle  team  was  awarded  a  cup  for 
winning  the  City  Match  Rifle  competition. 

Yes,  we're  truly  proud  of  our  R.O.T.C.  unit  which 
has  done  much  to  promote  leadership  and  good  citi- 
zenship at  Tech. 
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The  R.O.T.C.  passed  the  annual  Federal  Inspec- 
tion last  spring  with  flying  colors,  receiving  honor 
rating  for  the  thirtieth  time.  No  other  high  school  in 
the  country  can  top  this  record. 

The  red  star,  won  at  the  Spring,  1951,  Inspection, 
was  placed  on  the  R.O.T.C.  flag,  used  in  the  Parade 
of  Colors,  at  an  assembly,  last  fall. 

The  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  has  been  es-

tablished  in  this  school  for  thirty-two  years  and  at 
every  Federal  Inspection,  started  in  1922,  it  has  re- 
ceived an  Honor  Rating. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  school,  the  unit  has  been 
an  integral  part  of  campus  activities.  In  1917  a  group 
of  boys  voluntarily  formed  a  military  training  unit, 
calling  themselves  the  Arsenal  Guards.  They  used 
Woodruff  Place  as  their  drill  field;  they  did  not  re- 
ceive credit  for  their  work.  Later  they  became  known 
as  the  "Tech  Cadets." 

In  1918  when  the  United  States  entered  World 
War  I,  city  school  authorities  recognized  the  military 
unit  and  made  it  compulsory.  Known  as  the 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps,  it  conformed  to 
the  National  Defense  Act  of  1916. 
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In  the  early  1930's  senior  girls  wore  lovely  fluffy  frocks  for  their  annual  afternoon  dance  in  the  Gymnasium.

Tech  boasts  state  finalists 

The  highlight  of  1952  at  Tech  was  its  state  runner- 
up  basketball  team,  coached  by  Herman  Hinshaw. 
After  an  -up-and-down  season  the  Big  Green  took  on 
a  polished  look,  and  for  the  third  time  in  Tech's 
career  advanced  to  the  final  game.  Underdog  in  its 
own  sectionals  the  Green  Wave  rocked  Indianapolis 
on  its  heels  by  beating  a  state-favored  Crispus  At- 
tucks  five  in  second  round  play,  after  it  had  thumped 
Ben  Davis.  Howe  and  darkhorse  Decatur  Central 
then  fell  before  the  Greenclads  by  slim  margins  as 
Tech  wrapped  up  its  fourteenth  sectional  title. 

Moving  into  the  regionals  Tech  found  a  tribe  of 
Indians  from  Anderson,  tourney-wise  and  after  its 
scalp,  but  slipped  past  them  in  the  afternoon  game 
by  one  point,  and  then  trounced  Greenfield  that 
night  to  capture  the  regional  crown. 

Teamwork  and  a  feeling  of  confidence  made  for  a 
highly  polished  ball  club,  as  the  not-to-be-stopped 
Greenclads  swept  through  the  semi-finals.  Green- 
castle  and  then  Shelbyville  fell  before  the  on-rushing 
Tech  team  as  it  became  one  of  the  "Big  Four." 

On  the  afternoon  of  March  22,  Butler's  Field- 
house  was  packed  to  the  hilt.  The  "Big  Four,"  Tech, 
Lafayette,  Muncie  Central,  and  New  Albany,  would

soon  be  reduced  to  two  teams.  A  Tech  quintette  com- 
posed of  Joe  Sexson,  Myron  Garland,  Earl  Meadors, 
Al  Northington,  and  Bud  Wray,  turned  back  a  La- 
fayette team  that  had  previously  beaten  them  in 
season  play.  In  a  hot  battle  of  baskets  Muncie 
squeezed  past  a  tall  and  talented  New  Albany  squad 
by  one  point. 

That  night  Muncie  proved  too  much  for  the  Big 
Green  to  handle  as  it  won  its  second  straight  state 
title.  Proud  of  its  team  and  of  Trester-award-winner 
Joe  Sexson,  Tech  promptly  awarded  and  banqueted 
the  team  in  a  flurry  that  had  the  boys  agog. 

Sharing  the  honors  at  this  banquet  was  the  state 
champion  wrestling  team.  The  city  of  Indianapolis 
was  ready  to  pay  tribute  to  this  great  team.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  had  a  banquet  at  which  the 
boys  and  their  parents  were  honored  and  each  player 
and  the  two  coaches  were  presented  with  gold  basket- 
balls. Churches  and  Kiwanis  Clubs  were  among  those 
who  honored  the  finalists  with  banquets. 

For  his  athletic,  scholastic,  and  sportsmanship 
record  Joe  was  chosen  Youth  of  the  Month  for  March 
by  the  Exchange  Club   of  Northside   Indianapolis. 

Going  back  to  the  season,  a  12  and  6  record 
showed  that  Tech  had  its  ups  and  downs.  At  home

saw  to  it  that  all  of  his  boys  saw  action.  Sporting  a 
fine  record  of  15-4,  the  "B"  bailers  showed  promise 
that  they  would  have  plenty  of  talent  on  the  varsity 
next  year.

The  varsity  football  team,  always  a  city  power- 
house, romped  to  its  third  straight  city  championship 
with  a  7-2  season  record,  while  the  reserves  finished 
with  a  4-2  record,  both  defeats  by  one  point.
